On this occasion, 
however, there is a departure from the 
general rule, tor the reason that the Gen- 
eral Assembly is not in session, and the 
Constitution provides that in that event 
I shall take my oath before one of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, 

Gentlemen, I accept this honor, chief- 
ly upon the solicitation of friends, and 
am sorry that I did not prepare myself 
with a little speech for them on this 
occasion. 

In assuming this high and responsible 
office, believe me, I will ever make it a 
point of duty to take care of the interest 
of the people of North Carolina. I do 
not mean to act the part of the partisan 
in this office. Of course, where I have 
patronage to bestow, other thiags being 
equal, I shall give such patronage to 
party friends judiciously and jn a man- 
ner consistent with the privileges of my 
office. I shall endeavor to discharge 
my duties to the best of my ability. 
Whon I cannot fill the office from my 
own party, acceptably to myself, I shall 
then consider it my duty te select a 
good man from the opposte party, 
and know that ev@y good 
and true Republican in the State 
of North Carolina’ will approve 
my determination in this respect. 
I hope, however, that I will be able to 
find in our own party inteligent, well 
educated and honest men erough to fill 
these offices, I desire in conclusion to 
tender to you, and through you, to the 
people of North Carolina, my most sin- 
ccre thanks for the generous manner in 
which you bestowed your suffrages upon 
me for the highest office within the gift 
of the people, and to give the assurrance 
that in the discharge of my duties, I 
shall have an eye single to the interests 
of my beloved State und to all her citi-

New York Affairs. 


New York, Dec, 31.—The remains 
ot Hattie Adams, drowned a few days 
ago, by the carriage in which she was 
riding being dragged into the river by 
runaway horses, was placed in the re- 
ceiving vault of Greenwocd Cemetery 
to-day. They will probably be removed 
to Cleaveland. 

The funeral of Jane Stewart, burned 
in the Centre strect fire a week ago,took 
place to-day from St. John’s Episcopal 
Church. 

The laborers continue digging in the 
ruins for the remains of the other mis- 
sing girls, 

The Chamber of Commerce,at a mect- 
ing Thursday will take action on the 
bills pending in Congress in reference 
W emigration. The commissioners of 
emigration will memorialize Ccngress 
in opposition to the bill in the House 
to promote emigration to tlic United 
States. 


General Intelligence. 


FRANKFoRT, Ky., Dec. 31.—All pris- 
oners confined in the Frankfort jail 
escaped last night by cutting through 
the roof. 


Mempuis, Tenn., Dec. 31.—All the 
shore ice below Wolf river disappeared 
during last night. A large quantity of 
ice is running in the river and it is be- 
lieved that the gorge at Randolph is 
broken, but the ice has softened so much 
that no further damage is apprehended. 
Boats at the levees are loading and pre- 
paring to leave. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 31.-—Early 
this morning the ice broke the steamers 
Mountain Boy, Messenger and Grey 
Eagle loose from the toot of Walnut 
street wharf and carried them down on 
the mail line wharf boat at the foot of 
Vine street, sinking the Mountain Boy 
and damaging the other two boats. 

The Mountain Boy is sunk to her 
boiler deck and is being held up by ice. 
She is valued at nine thousand dollars, 
and is now being wrecked. 

The Messenger is crowded between 
the Mountain Boy and Grey Eagle and 
has both sides and her after guards 
broken in and her cylendar cracked.— 
She is in a bad condition and it is very 
doubtful if she can be saved. 

Four hundred and fifty tons of cargo 
are on board of the Messenger. 

The Grey Eagle has her guards 
— and is crowded on the wharf 

at. 

The Leona, owned by the Louisville 
Mail Line Company was landed a mile 
or so below the city and is fast in the 
ice. Nocoal of any amount was lost 
here, though several empty barges 
moying before 7 o’clock and has not 
gorged since, as it is still running. It 
is feared the ice will move again at any 
moment when greater damage is expec- | 
ted. All the boats have steam up.

San Francisco, Dec. 31.—The mili 
tary sent to fight Indians have not yet 
succeeded in drawing the warriors from 
their stronghold at Ben Wright’s cave. 
Every strategy to dislodge them, thus 
far has failed. Howiltzers and bomb 
shells, which have arrived from Fort 
Vaucouver, will be used against them. 
Additional troops have been stationed 
at Fort Klamoth. Captain Jakes band 
has been increased, and now numbers 
over 100 warriors, who are all well 
arined and have the reputation of being 
good fighting men. 

Col. Bud Doble arrived last night, 
with “Rosalind Elms ” and ‘Dan Voor- 
hees,” which were taken to the agricul- 
tural park to-day, to go into training to 
race with Accident. 


Observance of New Year’s Day in 
in New York—Birth and Deaths 


at Sea. 

New York, Dec. 31.—The stock ex- 
change, the produce exchange, the 
custom house, banks and stores throug h- 
out the city close to-morrow. No 
evening papers in this city will be issu- 
ed to-morrow. 

It is reported that the steamer Casta 
had her propeller broken on Dec. 
the 10th in the Gulf of Mexico. The 
Bark Columbia, from Bremen, after 74 
days rough passage, arrived this morn- 
ing, She bas 367; passengers, and had 
two births and 22 deaths on the pas- 
sage. 


Foreign News.

IS tHE CENTENNIAL CELEBRA- 
TION TO BE PROSTITUTED TO 
INDIVIDUAL PROFIT. 


When the preposition was first made 
to have a centennial celebration in 
Philadelphia, on the fourth of July 
1876, we were disposed io 
project for several reisons, nnd expressed 
the hope that our State would be repre- 
sented. 

North Carolina did her tail part in 
the Revolutionary war, and was as much

entitled to rejoice over the completion 
of a century frem the date of the ciecla- 
ration of Independence as any other 
State. But aside from the commeimor- 
ative features of the occasion, it 
proposed that all the States have on 
exhibition at the Centennial, specimens 
of their natural resources and develop- 
ment, and also the evidences of ther 
progress in the useful arts, in order to 
show to the world the greatness and 
wealth of our country, and the advance- 
ment she has made in the arts and 
sciences in the course of ome hundred 

This is all well enough and highly 
commendable. But the Centennial 
Committee having the matter in charge, 
are now soliciting pecuniary aid from 
Congress. This of itself is a little sus- 
picious, but if we investigate the plans 
and purposes of the Committee we are 
inclined to think the whole affairisa 
money-making project, to make patriot- 
ism tributary to the schemes of Yankee 
enterprise and cunning und to enrich 
certain individuals while the world is 
gazing in admiration and awe at the 
wonderful exhibition of American pro- 
gress, power and glory! / 

The Centennial Exhibition is an in- 
corporated joint stock company, and 
the object of the corporators seems to be 
to so manage the affair asto make the 
stock pay handsome dividends. The 
bonds to the amount of ten millions of 
dollars are to be issued in shares of ten 


Wis 


dollars. This amount is to be used in 
providing suitable buildings and 


grounds for the exhibition,and to detray 
other expenses incident thereto, and the 
stock-holders are to receive the 
diyidends, if any, to be derived from 
the proceeds of cvery source of profit 
connected with the celebration. Of 
course the principal revenue would be 
derived from the admission and 
entrance fee3, but numberiless schemes 
will be invented to yield money to the 
managers and to compel the patriotic 
visitors from all scetions of the Union 
to contribute their mite, im some form 
Gish réceipts, ‘so as "td 
indemnify the stock-holders against all 
loss, but to make the investment a pro- 
fitable one. 

From the lights before us, we incline 
to the opinion that the Centennial Ex- 
hibition is somewhat after the style of 
Gilmore’s grand musical concert at Bos- 
ton, intended for individual emolument 
and profit. In this view, the patriotic 
object is subordinated to mercenary 
motive, and the desire for gain sup- 
plants and over-rides all noble 
impulses. 

We do not know whether Congress 
wi:l make an appropriation or not in 
behalf of the Centennial, but we think 
the people who pay the taxes of the 
country will object very seriously to 
contributing the public treasure in aid 
of an individual enterprise, where the 
profits go into the pockets of the share. 
holders. With greater propriety, Con- 
gress might donate large sums to build 
Railroads for the benefit of private 
stockholders, because Railroads are 
beneficial to the sections through which 
they pass, and are great conveniences to 
the traveling public. 

We are in hopes that the suspicions 
which have been excited against the 
managers of the Centennial Exhibition 
may prove unfounded, and that after all, 
the United States may have an exhibi- 
tion at Philadelphia that will be ecredit- 
able to the nation and to cach and 
every State of the American Union. 


PRESIDENT LINCOLN’S POSI- 
TION ON EMANCIPATION. 

The colored men of this city ccle- 
brated the tenth anniversary of the 
emancipation proclamation at Mctro- 
politan Hall yesterday, 

It is natural that those who were 
formerly slaves should rejoice that they 
are now free, and that they should com- 
memorate the day of their liberation. 

On the first day of January, 1868, the 
emancipation proclamation of Abraham 
Lincoln, then President of the United 
States, went into effect. It is mghtand 
proper that those upon whom the boon 
of freedom was conferred by that re- 
markable proclamation take part in the 
ceremonies of the emancipation anni- 
versary.

We allude to these facts a3 matters of 
history, and with no desire to cause 
any wounds to the feelings of the 
colored race. 

We know that the memory of Mr. 
Lincoln is held by them great 
reverence and jusily so; but if a 
Southern man sheuld propose to send 
the negroes to Central America or 
any other foreign land, he would be 
denounced as the enemy of the colored 
race and be regarded as a monster of 
heartlessness and cruelty. 


USURY. 

Our exchanges, North and South, are 
discussing the principle of usury, and 
of course express various views in regard 
to the policy and wisdom of a high 
and low rate of interest. 

Our legislature having voted down 
the bill increasing the rate of interest in 
this State. we presume nothing more 
will be done with the question this 
session. 

We are in favor of the legal rate re. 
maining as at present, six per cent., 
but advocate a higher rate than eight 
per cent. on special contracts, when the 
parties consent and make terms accord- 
ing to the circumstanees of each indi- 
vidual transaction, 

The present law allows cight per cent, 
on special contracts, but frequently the 
borrower is compelled to pay even 


only the interest is lest. 

Thus the law Is evaded, and the injury 
resulting from a high rate of interest is 
inflicted in spite of the State. 

ILuadreds of thousands of dollars of 
North Carolina eapital flow annually to 
Virginia for investment on account of 
the low rate of interest in this State. 
This is lost to us—or if it comes back, 
it is because our people are compelled 
to go to Virginia for it, and borrow it 
there at Virginia rates, : 

The North Carolina law is not com- 
plied with on account of the small pen- 
alty attached to its violation, but the 
forfeiture of interest only. 

If the rate for special contracts be 
increased to, say, twelve per cent., and 
heavy penaltics imposed, it might have 
the effect of putting an end to the 
usurious contracts now so common in 
different portions of the State, where 
parties are frequently compelled to pay 
from fifteen to twenty per cent for the 
of moncy.
